REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


Our  -first  -forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our  State  Legislature  90 
years  ago.  This  early  law  set  in  place  a  cooperative  -forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  e-f-fort  between  city  and  town  governments  and  State  gcvernments.  It 
simply  stated  that  no  open  -fire  could  be  Kindled*  when  the  ground  is  free  of  snow, 
without  the  written  permission  o-f  the  town  /city  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  lasv 
also  stated  that  anyone  kindling  a  fire  without  written  permission  shall  be  liable 
for  the  damage  caused  and  subject  to  a  $1>000  -fine. 

During  the  past  90  years*  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that  it  has  remained 
unchanged.  All  open  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  be 
authorized  by  the  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Persons  Kindling  a  fire  without  a 
permit  when  one  is  required  are  liable  for  damages  caused*  fire  suppression  costs 
and  subject  to  a  $1*000  -fine. 

This  cooperative   -fire   prevention   law   has   contributed   signi-ficantly    to  our 
nationally  recognized  annual  forest  -fire  loss  record.

In  these  days  o-f  unprecedented  rising  cost  o-f  health  care,  it  might  be  help-ful  to 
look  back  at  the  historical  use  o-f  the  visiting  nurse  in  this  area.  Home  care 
agencies  are  really  an  outgrowth  o-f  the  earlier  tovyn  supported  visiting  nurse  or 
district  nurse  that  you  are  probably  familiar  with.  These  nurses  traveled  the 
many  miles  of  dirt  roads  in  all  Kinds  o-f  weather  to  help  those  families  in  need  of 
care  and  reasurance.  Though  we  can  now  o-f-fer>  many  more  services  such  as 
physical  theraphy>  occupational  therapy*  medical  social  services*  home  health 
aide*  and  homemakers  it  is  the  same  community  e-f-fort  that  makes  this  e-f-fort 
possible. 

As  providers  o-f  community  health  care  we  make  available  in  addition  to  the  home 
care  services*  a  well  child  clinic.  This  o-ffers  an  opportunity  -for  the  residents  o-f 
the  Mascoma  Valley  to  have  their  children*  ages  0-6*  cared  -for  in  a  health 
promotion  setting.  At  these  clinics  physical  exams*  immunisations*  nutrition* 
safety  and  dental  education  are  made  available.  Twice  a  year,  fall  and  spring,  a 
dental  clinic  is  held.  These  clinics  would  not  be  possible  without  the  many 
volunteers  that  give  hours  of  time. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  the  adult  day  care  program  offered  to  those  persons 
who  are  alone,  convalescing*  or  in  need  of  some  assistance.  The  day  care  is  open 
five  days  a  week  from  9:00  AM  to  3:00  PM.  Activities  and  programs  are  planned 
for 


Anyone  can  request  services.  The  office  and  clinic  space  of  the  agency  is  located 
on  Prospect  Street  in  Enfield.  The  phone  number  is  632-7234.  We  are  always 
willing  to  answer  questions  and  those  that  we  cannot  to  find  someone  who  can. 
The  concept  of  home  care  is  becoming  more  and  more  effective  for  long  term  care 
in  lieu  of  institutional  care*  it  is  also  a  happier  solution  for  those  persons  who 
need  support  and  help. 

We  appriciate  the  continued  support  of  the  communities  that  we  serve,  and  look 
forward  to  working  with  you  in  the  coming  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 


Members  o-f  the  commission  and  o-f  the  Historical  Society  have  been  working  this 
year  with  the  Historic  Preservation  Specialist  of  the  Upper  Valley-LaKe  Sunapee 
Regional  Planning  Council  in  an  ef-fort  to  have  our  historic  district  Placed  or  the 
National  Register  o-f  Historic  Places.  The  Dorchester  Community  Church  is 
already  on  the  Register^  and  it  is  our  hope  that  the  Town  Hall  and  Schooihouse 
will  soon  be  added  to  it. 

The  selectmen  were  no-ti-fied  in  January  that  the  district  has  been  nominated  to 
the  National  Register  fay  the  State  O-ffice  of  Historic  Preservation.  We  expect  to 
hear  o-f  the  decision  of  the  national  office  within  a  ■few  months. 

Lisa  Mausolf  of  the  Sunapee  Council  provided  expert  assistance  in  assembling 
the  necessary  photographs*  maps  and  other  materials*  and  the  Grange  was  most 
generous  in  making  available  the  minutes  of  its  meetings*  which  date  bacK  to 
1S99,  when  the  Grange  was  founded  in  Dorchester.  From  those  mimjtss  we  learned 
much  o-f  how  the  Town  Hall  has  served  the  town  both  as  a  social  and  a  political 
center,  and  o-f  how  much  the  Grange  has  contributed  to  the  social  life  of  the  town 
and  to  maintaining  and  improving  the  Town  Hall.  We  wish  to  thank  the  Grange  for 
all  its  contributions*  past  and  present.

Your  planning  board  has  completed  the  year  1984  with  no  new  sub-divisions 
approved.

Included  in  the  charge  will  be 
the  cost  of  postage,  if  required. 

Please  note  that  the  Planning  Board  meets  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month 
in  the  Selectmen's  office  at  7  P.M.  These  meetings  are  always  open  and  everyone 
is  invited  to  attend.  Inquires  relative  to  minor  sub-divisions  may  be  directed  to 
any  member  of  the  board  at  any  time*  not  necessarily  at  meetings.

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TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  GRAFTON  COUNTY: 


Gra-fton  County  Commissioners  submit  the  -following  report  in  a  continued  e-f-fort 
to  communicate  with  you  on  a  more  direct  basis. 

The  county  -fiscal  year  19S5  tax  rate  to  towns  increased  by  6.76%,  mainly  due  to 
increased  liabilities  and  mandates  -for  services.  One  reason  is  that  the  child 
placement  budget  has  escalated  -from  $40»000  in  fiscal  year  1932  to  over  $250,000 
in  -fiscal  year  19S5.  These  costs  are  a  direct  result  o-f  RSA  169  when  towns 
succeeded  in  getting  laws  changed  to  place  -financial  responsibilities  on  the 
county.  AlsOf  the  settlement  statute »  RSA  164»  was  changed  regarding 
accumulated  days  for  settlement*  so  that  once  the  County  has  liability,  the 
liability  now  remains  with  the  County  indefinitely.  In  addition,  as  experienced  by 
towns  and  cities*  the  cost  of  nursing  care  has  rapidly  increased  because  of 
reduced  federal  and  state  funding,  and  will  con  tinue  to  increase  at  the  local  level 
with  property  taxes  funding  more  of  these  services  in  the  future. 

We  anticipate  some  budget  relief  with  the  new  unified  court  system  as  soon  as 
total  costs  of  the  court  operations  are  fully  funded  by  the  State  as  intended  in 
the  legislation. 

Because  of  the  increasing  unfunded  mandated  services  and  the  unknown  nature 
of  federal  and  state  participation  in  those  mandated  services,  it  becomes  more 
difficult  each  year  to  budget  in  a  realistic  manner  -  a  problem  shared  in  common 
with  towns  and  cities. 

We  are  continuing  energy  conservation  measures,  with  appreciable  cost  savings 
to  the  taxpayers.  Window  modification,  with  a  five  year  payback,  is  one  of  our 
long  term  conservation  measures,  as  well  as  modifications  to  the  heating  control 
system. 

Correctional  needs  and  facilities  are  continually  monitored  and  reviev/ed  to 
comply  with  current  standards  and  regulations.  Studies  have  been  completed  and 
new  construction  was  not  recommended  at  this  time. 

In  accordance  with  federal  revenue  sharing  requirements,  all  county  facilities 
and  services  are  regularly  reviewed  for  compliance  with  handicap  regulations. 

The  Commissioners  hold  regular  weekly  meetings  every  Monday  and  encourge 
public  attendance.  Grafton  County  budget  is  processed  through  May  and  June  and 
the  Commissioners  welcome  input  and  strongly  recommend  your  attendance  at  the 
public  hearing  held  in  mid-June.  '
